SCHOOL OF DIPLOMACY. 


Another sign of th* times is. th* 


proposal of the National League of 
Masonic Clubs to establish a school 
in. Washington to train men for 
diplomatic service. 
The project 


grows out of two diplomatic pro- 
fessorships already existing in George 
Washington University, which would 
be used as the nucleus of the new 
institution. Diplomacy Is more Im- 
portant today than «ver before. It 
steadily gains in scope and require- 
ments as the world grows together 
and international problems become 
more complex. Whether we like it 
or not, there will be more inter- 
course between nations right along, 
more things to adjust, more inter- 
national machinery to manage.

say that schools are unnecessary, that 
the way to learn diplomacy is to 
start in the service- and work up, 
learning the necessary things as you 
go.

Over 
this rubber tissue adhesive tape is 
placed, and the whole application is 
left for on* or two days. Beside this 
patch another piece of damp linen on 
which there is no suspected substance 
is placed, and also covered with 
the rubber tissue and adhesive. Thus 
if the Individual is sensitive to the 
substance the red. spot will be larger 
and more inflamed than the other. 
This is of real value in acute eczema.

sally th*t thumbsuckint "**» an na- 
d«sirable habit of infancy aad child- 
hood, and opinion differed only OB 
methods to be nied In checking it. 


Recent researches have hronght to 


light a good deal of evidence which 
sugr-sts that tflumbsneklnt i* an en- 
tirely nonni! and natural habit and 
that with some children more than 
others it is a valuable factor la their 
well being. 


Studies made by Dr. David Lav? 


tend to the conclusion that thnmb- 
suckinc is a compensation for IniriM- 
eient time spent nursing at tha 
breast or bottle. Babies irho ara 
nursed for shorter periods and at- 
longer intervals tend more than oth- 
ers to suck their thumbs. Thi* 
means not that babies should he tad 
more frequently than seems proper 
from a nutritional point of view, but 
that thumbs-joking should he-permit- 
ted. . 


The common notion that thumb- 


sncking causes malformation of tha 
jaw has also been exploded. Thumb- 
sucking during thi first ye*r can 
have no hurtful effects upon jawtor- 
mation and. indeed, only irhen it la 
continued after permanent teeth be- 
gin to make their appearance hava 
there been bad effects. 


It would seem, therefore, that the 


energy spent trying to train the baby 
not to suck his thumb has been jail- 
directed and that indeed, it may re- 
sult In restlessness, stran and emo- 
lUonal disturbance, with their ensu- 
ing complication*. 


By the time the child Is 2 or-3 he 


should, however, have left this-in- 
fantile aativfaction 
behind -him. 


Where he still persists in it the prob- 
lem it leas one of curing him of the 
habit than of finding out what is 
•"Tong in his day-to-day life that 
causes him to cling to a pleasure of 
babyhood when he should he preoc- 
cupied with a wealth of o*w aatiitac- 
tions.
